Us, and Our Authority, notwithſtanding of their being Charged in marner fc: £- 
ſaid to deliyer up the ſame, and thereby have owned themſclves open aid manire it 
Traitors z And We being carefu] that none of Cur good Subjects be eninared 
by ue ſais Rebels, and involved 1n their Guilt ; Do therefore, with Advice of 
the Lords of Our Privy Council, Declare the Perſons above-named; and all w ho 
have joyned themſelves with them, in Surprifing, Maintaining or Defending Our 
ſaid Garriſon of the Baſs, guilty of.open and manifeſt Treaſon and Rebellior.s and 
ought to be purſued as T raitors to Us; And We with Advice foreſaid, Diſcharge 
ard Command all Qur Subjects, that no perſon preſume to Aid, Abett, Aſſift, 
Harbour, or any ways Supply the ſaids Traitors, or any of them, under the pain 
of Treaſon, and that they do not keep Correſpondence, or Intercommune with 
them, without Warrand from Our Privy Council for that effe&, under the pains 
forfaidz Certifying ſuch who ſhall doin the contrary, that they ſhall be holden 
and repute, treated, and proceeded againſt as Art and Part of, afid acceſſory to 
the foreſaid Crime of Treaſon and Rebellion againſt Us and Our Authority, with 
the utmoſt ſeverity of Our Law. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and 
We Charge you (traitly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, 
e paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Croflſes of the 
head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires, of Haddingtoun, Fife, Berwick and Clackman- 
241; and in Our Name and Authority, there, and at other places needful, make 
Pablication of the Premiſſes, that none may pretend ignorance, as ye will 
anſwer to Us thereupon, the which to do, Wecommit to you, conjunRly and 


ſeverally, Our full Power, by theſe Our Letters, delivering them by you, duly 
execute, and indorſed again to the Bearer. 


4nd of Our Reign 
the Third year, 1691.
